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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maelor  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964. 

The  number  of  births  has  decreased  this  year  to  67,  giving  a 
Birth  Rate  of  15*3,  compared  with  a total  of  79  last  year  with  a rate 
of  18. 7.  The  number  of  deaths  has  also  decreased,  being  55  giving  a 
Death  Rate  of  12.2  compared  with  60  last  year  with  a rate  of  14.6. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  70.9$  of  the  deaths  were  over  the  age 
of  65  and  there  were  only  7 deaths  under  the  age  of  55. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continues  at  a low  level, 
there  having  been  16  notifications  during  the  year.  There  were  no 
cases  of  Diphtheria  nor  of  Pood  Poisoning. 

The  matters  receiving  most  attention  during  the  year  were  Housing 
and  Pood  Hygiene.  The  response  to  the  Improvement  Grant  schemes 
continues  to  be  encouraging,  although  the  number  of  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  has  been  much  lower. 

The  Council's  five  year  Slum  Clearance  programme  for  the  village 
of  Overton  is  virtually  complete  and  negotiations  are  now  in  hand  for 
building  Bangor,  Worthenbury  and  Hanmer. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  food  premises  have  been  maintained 
and  the  general  standard  of  hygiene  is  good. 

I would  like  once  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  during  the  year,  and  the  officers  for  their 
help  and  co-operation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Once  again,  Housing  has  been  to  the  forefront  in  the  work  of  the 
department.  Steady  progress  is  being  maintained  with  the  repair  and 
reconditioning  of  properties,  and  although  the  number  of  improvement 
grants  approved  during  the  year  has  been  slightly  less  than  last  year, 
the  position  can  still  be  regarded  as  being  satisfactory. 

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  new  housing  site  at  Overton, 
and  17  families  were  rehoused  there  from  unfit  properties  in  the  area. 

As  in  previous  years  al  aspects  of  Public  Health  work  have 
received  attention,  and  again  very  little  Statutory  action  was 
necessary. 

Requests  continued  during  the  year  for  talks  on  Public  Health 
work,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  attend  the  various  institutions  when 
requested. 

Once  again  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
received  from  the  Council,  and  of  the  help  extended  to  me  by  the  Officials 
and  Staff  of  the  Council,  and  I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Cathcart  for  his 
help  and  encouragement  during  the  year.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT . 

There  are  two  factory  chimneys  in  the  District,  one  being  an 
aluminium  smelting  works  and  the  other  a brick  works.  Both  boiler  plants 
are  oi-fired.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  several  oil-fired  plants 
at  schools  and  churches.  At  the  Penley  Hospital  there  are  three  sectional 
boilers  which  are  now  coal  fired. 

During  the  year,  several  complaints  were  received  regarding  a nuisance 
of  smeel  from  the  exhaust  steam  from  the  autoclave  at  the  brick  works. 

After  consultations  with  the  firm  the  steam  was  diverted  into  the  boiler 
chimney  after  which  a good  rate  of  dispersion  was  obtained  and  very  little 
smell  is  now  noticed.  However,  this  problem  could  become  more  serious 
if  and  when  additional  plant  is  installed. 

CARAVANS. 

There  are  five  licensed  sites  in  the  district,  one  of  these  being  a 
holiday  site  licensed  for  15  caravans  and  the  remaining  four  sites  are 
single  residential  caravans.  All  sites  received  frequent  visits  and  are 
satisfactory.  At  the  holiday  site,  improvements  and  additions  have  been 
completed  to  the  sanitary  and  washing  accommodation. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  council  is  the  water  undertaking  for  the  district  with  the 
exception  of  Bangor  Isycoed,  which  is  supplied  by  the  Wrexham  and  East 
Denbighshire  Water  Company.  There  are  also  several  smaller  private 
supplies  in  the  area.  The  Council's  water  is  supplied  by  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  whose  main  aqueduct  passes  through  the  District.  Both  this 
supply  and  that  of  the  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company  are 
satisfactory  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

During  the  year,  the  badly  contaminated  supply  in  the  Parish  of  Iscoyd 
was  discontinued  and  a new  supply  taken  to  all  the  properties.  This  new 
supply  is  satisfactory. 

The  percentage  of  properties  in  the  district  provided  with  a piped 
water  supply  has  again  increased  to  96.4 i°-  Progress  from  now  on  will 
undoubtedly  be  much  slower  in  view  of  the  fact  that  most  of  the  properties 
now  without  a piped  supply  are  in  isolated  positions.

SEWERAG3  AND  SE./AGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  at  Bangor  Isycoed  was 
completed  during  the  year  and  is  now  in  operation.  Steady  progress  is 
now  being  made  in  ensuring  properties  are  being  connected  and  also  with 
closet  conversions.  A number  of  owners  are  taking  advantage  of  Standard 
Grants  at  the  same  time. 

The  Overton  scheme  has  not  yet  been  started.  Objections  have  been 
made  to  the  proposal  site  and  the  Council  are  awaiting  the  results  of  a 
Public  Enquiry. 

The  number  of  properties  in  the  district  being  provided  with  modem 
amenities  continues  at  a steady  rate,  and  the  question  of  providing  main 
drainage  in  the  villages  is  becoming  more  and  more  urgent.  At  the  present 
rate  of  conversions  and  improvements,  in  two  or  three  years  time  there 
could  well  be  serious  nuisances  being  caused  by  the  greatly  increased 
number  of  Septic  Tanks  discharging  effluent  into  ditches  etc.  The  first 
signs  of  this  are  already  becoming  apparent,  as  more  and  more  complaints 
are  being  received  at  this  office  of  foul  ditches  and  watercourses. 
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HOUSING. 


. During  the  year,  the  new  housing  site  at  Overton  was  almost  completed. 
This  estate  has  been  designed  as  a welfare  estate  and  on  completion  will 
comprise  18  one-bedroom  old  persons  bungalows,  9 two-bedroom  flats  in  a 
three  storey  block  and  six  three-bedroom  houses.  The  old  persons  dwellings 
are  linked  to  a wardens  house  by  bell-push,  and  are  provided  with  such 
items  as  wide  doors,  bath  aids  etc.,  and  have  underfloor  electric  heating 
in  the  bedroom.  The  Council  have  also  provided  a laundry  for  the  use  of  old 
persons  and  this  contains  an  automatic  washing  machine. 

The  completion  of  this  scheme  will  complete  the  immediate  slum 
clearance  programme  for  Overton,  and  it  is  hoped  that  next  year,  a start  will 
be  made  with  slum  clearance  in  Bangor,  Worthenbury  and  Hanmer. 


Once  again  I have  to  report  that  slow  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
overcrowding  survey,  but  with  so  many  commitments  being  placed  on  the 
department  it  has  only  been  possible  to  carry  out  this  work  in  conjunction 
with  visits  to  houses  for  other  purposes.  The  Housing  Act,  1964  requires 
that  a survey  be  made  of  the  District  with  a view  to  declaring  Improvement 
Areas,  and  it  will  obviously  enable  both  matters  to  be  dealt  with  at  one 
visit.  I do  not  anticipate  recommending  any  improvement  areas  in  the 
immediate  future  as  it  would  seem  policy  to  co-relate  this  to  the  provision 
of  main  drainage  in  the  villages. 

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  Improvement  Grant 
applications  during  the  year.  There  were  five  fewer  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  but  one  more  application  for  Standard  Grants  than  last 
year.  The  position  however  can  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory  as  the 
total  number  of  applications  approved  to  date  is  112  Standard  and  6 1 
Discretionary  Grants.  This  is  a percentage  of  11,6.
